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We Got A Report 
From “Ole Virginie” 


From out of that grand old Mother State 
of Virginia we get a report on law enforce- 
ment which smells of the same type of speed 
traps we have come to meet in our vicinity 
at certain times .. . the type of trap which 
grabs a man with an out of town license 
plate and jerks a fine from him regardless of 
his plea of innocence. 

The incident from “Ole Virginnie” took 
place in a little town by the unassuming 
name of Strassburg. Principal victim in this 
little Thanksgiving Day drama was a Let- 
cher County youth on his way from Massa- 
chussets to his Whitesburg home, where the 
body of his mother lay in state. 

That young man, sporting New York 
license plates on his car, was stopped in a 20 
mile speed zone and accused of driving over 
40 miles per hour. He didn’t deny that he 
was perhaps traveling over 20 miles per 
hour but he said he wasn’t going very fast. 
His thoughts at the time of course were of 
getting home but he had no idea of break- 
ing any laws in his anxiety to get there, 

He was also tired, weary, and worried at 
the time, having driven since 1:00 o'clock 
in the morning to the time of his arrest, 
which was about noon. He said he apolo- 
gized to the arresting officer and judge and 
told them why he wished to reach home 
quickly but the Virginians just laughed at 
him and put him under bond to appear in 
their court in December. He will of course 
forfeit the bond rather than inconvenience 
himself by appearing in the town again. 

The story doesn’t end there. When the 

tcher Countian left the court he was fol- 
lowed by two officers until he was ten 
miles out of Strassburg. You can bet that 
in the future he won't care to get within ten 
or even a hundred miles of that town again. 

While thinking of the treatment Letcher 

drivers have received in other towns, 

r mind goes back a few weeks to the even 
ing when a couple of our football coaches 
were stopped in the little Floyd County town 
of Lackey and charged with excessive speed- 
ing, although they claimed they were not 
traveling very fast. The Police Judge was 
eating at that particular time and didn’t want 
to disturb his meal for a speeding trial so the 
coaches were sent on their way to the Big 
Sandy Bowl and told to watch their step 
while in Lackey, 

A week later, the Floyd County Times 
ran a front page story where the Police 
Judge of Lackey admitted he had a speed 
trap in operation in his small incorporated 
town. He told of the speed trap with pride 
and we don’t think his boasts helped the 
popularity of Lackey or that particular Police 
Judge. We know our coaches don’t think 
much of Lackey. 

‘And then we hit home with a very up-to- 
date incident where a car passing a school 
bus is once more involved. Victim in this 
case is a salesman for a national company. 
That salesman has made his headquarters in 
the county for quite a while and knows his 
way around. “Evidently he doesn’t know his 
way around the law circles too well how- 
ever, or he wouldn’t sport an out-of-state 
license plate,” a friend remarked when we 
inquired of the incident. 

Here’s how it was told to us: 

The salesman passed a moving school 
bus and two trucks belonging to a local. 
wholesale firm passed the moving bus als». 
A car behind the trucks stopped and didn’t 
pass the bus as the big vehicle slowed to a 
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stop. An officer gave chase to the other 
vehicles, passed the two wholesale trucks 
and arrested the salesman with the out-of- 
state license plates, 

We could name many incidents but we’il 
just stop right here and wonder just what 
is the reason for the sudden interest in 
dragging drivers into court. Is it because the 
law is finally cracking down on drivers who 
have been violating traffic rules in the past 
and have escaped or is it because “grab” 
money has become the livlihood of many 
who can’t or won't try to make a living else- 
where now that the easy money of the war 
and post war boom is gone, 

You answer the questions. We'll just 
watch and report on incidents within our 
focus.

Fire Points Further 


Need Of Annexing 


This week’s disastrous fire outside the} 
corporate limits of Whitesburg points further | 
to the need of annexing much of the thickly | 
populated territory outlining the city's 
boundaries. That need has been stressed in 
the past few months by the City Council, 
Mayor, and interested citizens but opposition 
has been so strong that no move for annex- 
ation has been made. 


Strongest reason to opposition to annex- 
ation is of course the resentment of (city) 
taxes. which would add a heavier burden on 
already over-taxed property owners. How- 
ever, that reason could be easily overcome if 
those property owners realized how mucn 
more benefit they get from city taxes than 
from state, county, or government tax. 


Being a part of a city offers benefits 
which far overshadow any disadvantages a 
little extra taxing might impose - We point 
first to the fire protection which is offered 
to residents of the city.

We speak of fire 
hydrants and other necessities to lessening 
the chance of fire doing great damage, 

At Monday’s fire, the Whitesburg Fire 
Department had to lay 1400 feet of hose in 
order to find a source of water with which to 
fight the fire. Laying that hose meant a loss 
of valuable time and still little water could 
be pumped from such a long distance. If a 
fire hydrant had been installed nearby, a 
good source of water would have been handy 
with plenty of pressure. The city installs 
fire hydrarfts at convenient places throughout 
its corporate limits. 


There is also the sanitary angle to think 
of when the annexation question comes to 
the front. Whitesburg hauls its! citizens’ 
garbage free of charge and dumps that gar- 
bage far out of town. Streets are also wash- 
ed at regular intervals-and other sanitary 
and health measures are followed. A city 
must look out for the health of its individuals. 

The city aiso has a fine police department 
which is on call at all times to protect its 
citizens. A Saturday night in Whitesburg’s 
streets is usually more free of evil sights 
than a Sunday night in many other towns, 

We are not coming right out and urging 
everyone to start yelling for annexation. Our 
intention is to urge those living in the im- 
mediate outskirts of the city to give thought 
to the possibility of annexation and study 
all advantages as measured against the dis- 
advantages such annexation will offer. 

We think the advantages will win.
